Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), this Petition and Statement of Facts is filed to request 
examination of the above-identified patent application. 

Set forth below are the facts pertinent to a filing under Rule 47(a) supporting this 
Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a). 

The inventorship for this patent application includes nine inventors. One of the co- 
inventors for this patent application, Mr. Gordon Jim, has refused to execute the application. 
Attached is the Declaration and Power of Attorney duly executed by one of the co-inventors, 
Mr. Ronald D. House on behalf of Mr. Gordon Jim as his co-inventor on July 28, 2003. The 
last known address of the non-signatory co-inventor is: Mr. Gordon Jim, 502 Leslie Drive, 
Noble, Oklahoma, 73068. 
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Upon information and belief, Mr. Gordon Jim was asked prior to July 3 1 , 2003 by the 
undersigned attorney, to review, sign and date the application and Declaration and Power of 
Attorney. Mr. Gordon Jim refused to do so. 

Specifically, a copy of the patent application, including the specification, claims, 
drawings and abstract, with a Declaration and Power of Attorney, was mailed, by express 
mail to Mr. Gordon Jim by the undersigned attorney on February 28, 2003. The express mail 
letter and package to Mr. Gordon Jim was delivered on March 3, 2003. A copy of the Federal 
Express Tracking Information Slip, confirming that mail was delivered to, and signed by, 
Mr. Gordon Jim, is attached hereto. 

When no reply was received from Mr. Gordon Jim, a second package containing the 
same documents as those previously forwarded on February 28, 2003 (i.e., a copy of the 
patent application, including the specification, claims, drawings and abstract, with a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney) was mailed, by express mail to Mr. Gordon Jim by the 
undersigned attorney on July 11, 2003. The express mail letter and package to Mr. Gordon 
Jim was delivered on July 14, 2003. A copy of the Federal Express Tracking Information 
Slip confirming that mail was delivered to Mr. Gordon Jim is attached hereto. 

Mr. Gordon Jim refused to execute the application on or before July 20, 2003, when 
the Declaration was originally presented to him by express mail, and throughout the period 
extending to July 28, 2003, when Mr. House signed the Declaration on behalf of Mr. Gordon 
Jim as his co-inventor. 

In both, the February 27, 2003 and July 11, 2003 letters accompanying the Application 
papers and the Declaration and Power of Attorney (copies of which are attached hereto), the 
undersigned attorney requested that Mr. Gordon Jim review the application and sign and date 
the Declaration and Power of Attorney should it meet with his approval. In the second letter 
dated July 11, 2003 accompanying the Application papers and Declaration and Power of 
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Attorney, the undersigned attorney asked Mr. Gordon Jim to return the executed Application 
papers to him by July 20, 2003. As of July 31, 2003, the undersigned attorney has not 
received a response of any kind from Mr. Gordon Jim. 

In the July 1 1, 2003 letter accompanying the Application papers and Declaration and 
Power of Attorney, the undersigned advised Mr. Gordon Jim that if he had not heard from 
him by July 20, 2003, the undersigned will file the application papers without Mr. Jim's 
signature. Thus, the Application papers and Declaration and Power of Attorney remained 
with Mr. Jim until July 20, 2003, and continue to remain with him, in order to give him the 
opportunity to review the Application papers and sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney. 
Mr. Jim has been in possession of the Application papers and Declaration and Power of 
Attorney since March 3, 2003. Mr. Jim has thus had a full opportunity to review the 
Application papers at his convenience. Because Mr. Jim has not contacted the undersigned 
regarding the need for additional time for review or regarding any questions on the 
application, it is reasonable to assume Mr. Jim has read and understood the Application 
papers and Declaration and Power of Attorney. 

Thus, diligent efforts have been made to have Mr. Gordon Jim execute this 
application for a letters patent. Mr. Jim has refused to do so. It is therefore requested that the 
Declaration and Power of Attorney executed on July 28, 2003 by Mr. Ronald C. House on 
behalf of Mr. Jim as his co-inventor be placed in the application file and that the application 
be accepted for examination. 

Should Mr. Jim reconsider his position and either himself or through his 
representative indicate a willingness to file a Substitute Declaration and Power of Attorney, 
such will be prepared and filed promptly upon execution. 
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The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge Deposit Account No. 24-0037 in 
the amount of $130.00 for the Petition fee under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(h). Please credit any 
overpayment or debit any underpayment to the deposit account listed below. 

Applicants respectfully requests that the Commissioner grant the present petition and 
enter the Declaration and Power of Attorney executed on July 28, 2003, by Mr. Ronald D. 
House on behalf of Mr. Gordon Jim.
